DIET A N D H E A L T H 


Treating a Diabetic Patient 


By HERMAN N. BUNOC-SEN, M.D. 


DIABETES is a disorder w ith 
which the patient m ust learn to 
liv e. The sooner he recognizes 
tha t this ailm ent is a day-in- 
and-day-out affair, sub ject to 
control b ut not to cure, the b etter 
off he will b e. 
This condition is due to failure 
of the pancreas to secrete insu­ 
lin, a sub stance required for the 
b ody s use of sugars. When it is 
lacking, as in diab etes, sugars 
are not utilized b ut spill out into 
the b lood and urine. 
Ideal Weight 
The 
m ain 
purposes of 
the 
treatm ent of diab etes are 
to 
elim inate all of the sym ptom s of 
the 
condition, 
to attain 
and 
m aintain 
the 
patien t’s 
ideal 
weight, to av oid the form ation 
of acid b odies known as ketones, 
and to restore the patient to a 
useful life. 
At the b eginning of the tre a t­ 
m ent, the patien t should b e giv ­ 
en a thorough physical exam ina­ 
tion and his weight recorded. In 
most cases, the patient’s diet 
need differ little from tha t of his 
family, and he may hav e av erage 
serv ings. 
C oncentrated 
sweets, 
howev er, such as candies, cakes, 
pies and ice-cream , are elim i­ 
nated for the most part. The pa­ 
tient is taught to giv e him self 
injections of insulin. Protam ine 
insulin, whose effects last longer 
than those of ordinary insulin, ts 
often used, since It tends to keep 
the patien t’s Insulin ration more 
ev enly b alanced. 
Use of Insulin 
After use of the insulin for 
ab out a week in 
the 
proper 
dosage, 
the 
patient 
is 
again 
thoroughly checked. If he is free 


of symptoms, m aintaining hla 
weight or gaining, has no ketones 
in the urine, and is ab le to carry 
on his work without any diffi­ 
culty, the treatm ent is considered 
successful, ev en 
though 
there 
may b e sugar in the urine. On 
the other hand, some authorities 
b eliev e tha t the urine m ust b e 
kept sucar-free in order to hav e 
the b est results. 
If the patient has such sym p­ 
toms as fatigue, freouent em n1v - 
ing of the b ladder, or loss cf 
weight, the dose of insulin may 
hav e to b e increased. If the dose 
of protam ine hot.lln necessary 
to reliev e the syrn itoms b ecome* 
too high, regular insulin may b e 
giv en in addition. 
Regular Routine 
Once the patient is on a regu­ 
lar routine which keeps him free 
of symptoms, he need only re­ 
turn for check-ups ab out once 
ev ery six m onths In most cases. 
Howev er, patients with d ia­ 
b etes m ust learn to recognize the 
j 
symptoms of Inadequate tre a t­ 
ment. such as .fatigue and loss of 
' when necessa ry , 
they can return to the physician 
prom ptly for readjustm ent of 
their routine.

What Is “ Initial” Radioactivity? 


B ro ad ly speaking, ato m ic ex­ 
plosions p ro d u ce two different 
kinds of rad io activ ity . F ir s t—and 
m ost im p o rta n t in an air b u rst— j 
is an e x tre m e ly pow erful invis­ 
ible b u rs t of r a y s and p a rticle s j 
throw n off at the tim e 
of 
ex­ 
plosion. T his kind is 
c a l l e d 
“ in itial” or explosive rad io a c tiv ­ 
ity. Its ra y s and p articles fly out 
quickly, 
t h e n 
p ro m p tly 
die. 
T h ere is d a n g e r fro m th e m only 
for a little m o re than a m inute. 
The second type of ra d io a ctiv ­ 
ity — lingering 
ra d io a c tiv ity — 
will be d e s crib ed later. 
The in ju ry ra n g e of the explo­ 
sive ra d io activ ity fro m a m odern

R a d io activ ity 
alone 
ca u sed 
only 15 p er cent of all d e a th s and 
injuries, 
If the b om b w ere to go 
o f f 
close to the ground, or slightly 
below its su rface , the ran g e of 
the explosive rad iatio n , as well 
as the ra n g e of the blast 
and 
h eat, would be reduced. T his is 
due to th e fac t th a t all th re e 
would be p artially blocked by the 
e a rth , by n e a rb y buildings and 
by o ther obstacles. 
In an u n d e rw a te r burst, th e re 
would be m u ch less to fear from 
b last and nothing to fear from 
heat. P ra c tic a lly a1] the explo­ 
sive rad io a ctiv ity would be a b ­ 
sorbed by the w ater. H ow ever, 
th e re would be the second type 
of rad io activ ity to be d escrib ed 
la te r on. 
W hat About “ In d u c e d ” 
R ad io activ ity ? 
If an ato m ic bo m b goes off in 
the air within tw o thirds of a 
m ile or slightly m ore of 
your 
hom e, th ere is no p ra c tica l w ay 
of keeping explosive ra d io a ctiv ­ 
ity out of the above-ground p a rt 
of your house. It is possible that, 
at very sh o rt ran g e, artificial, or 
induced 
rad io activ ity could be 
set up in gold, silver, and m a n y 
o th e r 
objects. 
H ow ever, 
this 
kind of rad io activ ity will n ev er 
offer 
g rea t 
d a n g e r, 
so 
d o n ’t 
throw' a w a y b a n d a g e s and other 
first aid m a te ria ls in the m e d ­ 
icine cab in et. T hey will be p er­ 
fectly safe to use. 
N atu ra lly , 
the 
rad io a ctiv ity 
th a t p asses through the w alls of 
y our house w on’t be stopped by 
tin or glass. It can go r i g h t 
through c a n n e d and b o t t l e d 
foods. H ow ever, this will 
n o t 
m a k e th e m d an g ero u s, 
and 
it 
will not ca u se th e m to spoil. Go 
ah e ad and use th em , provided 
the co n tain e rs are not 
broken 
open. 
W hat About 
“ R ad iatio n 
S ick n ess” ? 
Should you be cau g h t u p sta irs 
or in the open at tihe tim e of a 
bom bing, you m ig h t soak up a 
serious dose of explosive radio­ 
activity. E v en so, the first indi­ 
cation th a t you have been p ie rc­ 
ed by the ray s probably w ouldn’t 
show up for a couple of hours. 
T hen you m ost likely would get 
sick at your sto m ac h and begin 
to vo m it. H ow ever, you 
m ight 
be sick at your sto m ac h for o ther 
reaso n s, too, so vom iting w o n ’t 
alw ay s m e a n you h av e rad iatio n 
sickness. The tim e it would ta k e 
you to get sick would dep en d on 
howr strong a dose you got. The 
S tronger the dose, 
the q uicker

days you might continue to feel 
below par and about 2 w eeks lat­ 
er m ost of your h a ir m ight fall 
out.

Within 
one-half mile of the su rfa ce point 
d irec tly b en e a th 
the explosion, 
the shock w ave fro m an a to m ic 
b o m b is su re to flatten m o s t 
houses. Out to a d istan c e of one 
mile, steel, brick, and 
w ooden 
s tru c tu re s a re likely to be d a m ­ 
aged beyond re p a ir. F a r th e r out, 
th e re is less destru ctio n , but se­ 
rious d a m a g e m ay be expected 
to ex ten d as far as 2 m iles. 
It is only wise to figure th at 
the u p p er floors of m ost build­ 
ings n e a r the explosion will be 
p ushed in. This m e a n s the b a s e ­ 
m ent is probably the s a f e s t 
p lace to he. If you h av e a b ase­ 
m en t and tim e to get dow n to it, 
lie flat along the outer wall or 
n ea r the b ase of som e h e a v y 
supporting colum n You would h* 
even sa fer under a cellar w ork 
bench or heavy table. S tay aw ay 
from the m iddle of the f l o o r 
w here falling b ea m s and o ther 
objects a re m ost likely to strike 
you. 
N atu rally , you run a risk 
of 
being trap p e d in the w reck ag e, 
but your over-all ch a n ces of es­ 
ca p e from the bom b in

B esides protecting you f r o m 
blast and h eat, b as e m e n ts also 
provide shielding from explosive 
rad iatio n 
B ecause, the l o w e r 
you

ly to be betw een you and 
the 
• bu rstin g bom b. Down in the cel­ 
lar you'll probably be shielded 
not only by o th er buildings, but 
also by e a rth and

E a rth , co n c rete and steel 
a r a 
g re a t rad ia tio n b a rrie rs, 
If you h av e no b a s e m e n t, look 
aro u n d your
